NV. ALE. Has Decade of SUCCESS 


The tenth annual convention of the 
National Association of Evangelicals is 
now history, not only on paper, but in 
the hearts and minds of all who were 
——_ to attend it. The conven- 

jon was held in the Congress Hotel, 
April 15-18, within a short distance of 
the LaSalle Hotel where the consti- 
tutional convention met and the N. A. 
E. was launched upon its great and 
eventful career ten years ago. I shall 
never forget the demonstration of 
enuine Christian fellowship mani- 
ested in the prayer meeting which 
was the initial service of that conven- 
tion. There, ministers and laymen of 
every rank and station of numerous 
denominations, prayed and wept, be- 
lieved and waited on God for dance 
in the stupendous undertaking of 
bringing into existence an organiza- 
tion that would be the voice and ve- 
hicle of the truly’ evangelicals 
throughout the world. It was not the 
intention to develop a super church 
after the fashion of the National 
Council of Churches. A constitution 
and declaration of faith was drafted 
that all truly evangelical denomina- 
tions could accept, subscribe to, and 
ye ay os with, without compromising 
their denominational position. Here is 
that declaration of faith: 

1. We believe the Bible to be the 
aes the only infallible, authori- 
tative word of God. . 

2. We believe that there is one God, 
eternally existent in three persons, 
Father, Son, and mp 4 Ghost. 

3. We believe in the deity of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, in His virgin birth, in 
His sinless life, in His miracles, in 
His vicarious and atonin death 
through His shed blood, in His bodily 
resurrection, in His ascension to the 
right hand of the Father, and in His 
personal return in power and glory. 

4. We believe that for the salvation 
of lost and sinful man regeneration 
by the Holy Spirit is absolutely es- 
sential. 

5. We believe in the present ministry 
of the Holy Spirit by whose indwelling 
- Christian is enabled to live a godly

6. We believe in the resurrection of 
both the saved and the lost; they that 
are saved unto the resurrection of life 
and they that are lost unto the resur- 
rection of damnation. 

7.We believe in the spiritual may 
of believers in our Lord Jesus Christ. 


The N. A. E.’s long arms of frater- 
nal Christian fellowship have demon- 
strated the most unbiased, unpreju- 
diced, and liberal attitude conceivable 
by receiving into its fellowship indi- 

duals, local churches, and denomi- 
nations that are in the small and 
common brackets, as well as the schol- 
ars, great and wealthy churches, and 
denominations with large numbers 
and prestige. This being true, you will 
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not be surprised that in N. A. E.’s 
first decade, it has affiliated with it 
near 40 denominations, numerous lo- 
cal churches, and is serving a con- 
stituency of over 10 million. It is dem- 
ss the fruits of the Holy Spir- 
it, through the following commissions: 
Evangelical Action, Evangelical For- 
eign Missions, International Rela- 
tions, National Religious Broadcasters, 
National Sunday School Association, 
Women’s Fellowship, Evangeli- 
cal Youth, Evangelism, Laymen’s Ad- 
visory Council, Home Missions, Chris- 
tian Schools, Chaplaincy, World Re- 
lief, Christian Social Action, Educa- 
tion, International Cooperation. All of 
these commissions are well staffed 
and under the best and most able 
leadership. Every affiliated denomi- 
nation, local church, and individual 
may be served through these agencies, 
and may, also, by these vehicles, con- 
vey their support wherever needed 
throughout the constituency and to 
those in need throughout the world.

You will not have to stretch your 
imagination very much to realize how 
indispensable a number of these com- 
missions are to the protection and 
promotion of the rights and privileges 
of all evangelicals. For instance, if it 
were not for the strong voice and 
prestige of the N. A. E. through the 
International Relations Commission 
and Foreign Missions Association, in- 
dividual denominations would run up 
against problems that would be ex- 
ceedingly embarrassing and would 
impede the progress of their work. 
The same is true as regards radio 
work. In fact, there are many evil 
forces which can be withstood and 
overcome only by united action such 
as we have in the N. A. E. This is 
proved, especially, in the great part 
the N. A. E. had in defeating the plan 
for Congress to send an ambassador 


to the Vatican. Surely God has given 
us the N. A. E. for such a time as this. 

The theme of the tenth convention 
was “By My Spirit,” and to me it 
seemed that throughout the conven- 
tion the very atmosphere was charged 
by the presence of the Holy Spirit. 
Other conventions have been great, 
but actually it seemed that this was 
the greatest yet. Of course, one might 
surmise that the reason for this atti- 
tude is because I am Pentecostal, and 
the theme of the convention was on 
the Holy Spirit. Yet, believe me when 
I say I believe that non-Pentecostals, 
as well as Pentecostals, are of the 
same opinion. 

Following the convention theme, 
“By My Spirit,’ Zechariah 4:6, which 
reads, “Not by might, nor by power, 
but by my spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts,” the theme for Tuesday was 
“Praying in the Spirit.” Dr. J. Paul 
Taylor, Bishop of the Free Methodist 
Church, spoke on “The Holy spirit 
and Prayer” in the evening service. 
His was a great message, climaxed by 
a general season of prayer. The theme 
for Wednesday was “The Holy Spirit 
and the State”; scripture, “The things 
which are Caesar’s .. . and the things 
which be God’s.” At 2:15 p. m., the de- 
cennial message on “Ten Years of the 
Spirit’s Working in N. A. E.” was de- 
livered by Dr. Rutherford L. Decker, 
Executive Director of N. A. E. It was, 
indeed, informative and inspired our 
hearts to greater appreciation for 
N. A. E. The next message was by Rev. 
C. W. Denton, National Sunday School 
Representative, Assemblies of God, on 
the “The Holy Spirit and the Child”; 
scripture, “The streets of the city shall 
be full of boys and girls...” . 

At 4:30 p. m. came the preliminary 
report of Resolutions Committee un- 
der the scriptural heading, “It seemed 
good to us and to the Holy Ghost.” 
At 8:15, Doctor Robert Cook, President 
of Youth for Christ, International, 
spoke on “Keep the World Open to the 
Spirit’s Blessing.” This was a chal- 
lenging message. Doctor Frederick C. 
Fowler, President of the National As- 
sociation of Evangelicals and Chair- 
man of the Commission on Evange- 
lical Action, gave the last evening mes- 
on “Render unto Caesar... and unto 
God.” This address, no doubt, will be 
run in the Evangel before long. 

The theme for Thursday was “The 
Spirit. in the World Through the 
Church”; scripture, “He that now 
hindereth will hinder.” At 2:15, Doc- 
tor Kenneth S, Keyes, President of the 
Keyes Company, Realtors, Miami, 
Florida, delivered the message “The 
Spirit Working Through the Lay- 
man”; scripture, “Then the Spirit 
said unto Philip .. .” The next speaker 
was Dr. Leslie R. Marston, Chairman, 
World Relief Commission of N. A. E., 
on the subject “The Holy Spirit and 
Temporal Need”; scripture, “A cup of 
cold water . . in my name.” His 
message revealed that we had sent 
tons upon tons of clothing and food 
to destitute people throughout the 
the world. Dr. Roy S. Hollomon, Su- 
perintendent of the Kansas United 
Dry Forces, was the next speaker, and 
his subject was “The Holy Spirit and 
National Reform”; scripture, “Be ~@

The present Pentecostal movement

During my studies at Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, Richmond, Virginia, 
I discovered that “there have been 
deeply spiritual groups of Christian 
believers all down through the cen- 
turies, since the day of Pentecost, who 
have received and proclaimed a like 
Pentecostal experience.” Also, that 
“there has been a definite revival of 
this Pentecostal phenomena with all 
of its supernatural awakening during 
the last quarter century, beginning at 
the turn of the present century, and 
has been world-wide in its scope.” 
oa from Dr. Thompson’s class— 

This Pentecostal experience has 
been received by individuals of almost 
every denomination, race and class 
level, and is the fulfillment of the 
“latter rain” prophecies that abound 
in the Old Testament and definitely 
supported in the New Testament. (Ho- 
sea 6:3; Joel 2:23; Zech. 10:1; Acts 2:- 
17, 18, 38.) 

Jesus very definitely promised this 
measure of the Holy Spirit as the an- 
swer to His going away. (John 7:37- 
39; 14:15-26; 15:26, 27; 16:7-14.) 

Quoting from the Pentecostal Holi- 
ness Discipline, “At irregular intervals 
during the intervening centuries, 
great revivals have occurred in var- 
ious sections of the world. These re- 
vivals were energized and controlled 
by the Holy Spirit, and quite natural- 
ly with recurrent outpourings of the 
Spirit as on the day of Pentecost. The 
tendency has been to a lapse into for- 
malism and a departure from the full 
gospel, within a generation or two af- 
ter these refreshings. During the clos- 
ing period of the nineteenth century, 
following a mighty wave of interces- 
sion, energized by the Holy Spirit and 
led by a number of holy men, mighty 
revivals swept many sections of the 
world, with an increasing cry to God 
for another Pentecost.” 

This was a “mighty revival of re- 
pentance, regeneration and holiness 
of heart and life.” As far as we know, 
only the regenerated and sanctified 
individuals, among which were the 
best and most nary peoste of the 
organized established churches, and 
those who had formed themselves into 
“holiness” bodies, received this gra- 
cious Pentecostal baptism with the 
Holy Spirit. Also, only those who be- 
lieved the holy Trinity constituted 
the Pentecostal vanguard. 

During the last forty years, this 
Pentecostal experience has brought 
into existence several great Pentecos- 
tal bodies who are ted in the be- 
lief that we are living near the end of 
time of this present world order, and 
that the Pentecostal baptism with the 
Holy Spirit is the great need for to-

This experience has so mightily 
charged and energized people until 
almost every kind of sacrifice, even to 
martyrdom, has been made within-the 
Pentecostal ranks. Missionaries have 
gone into all the world preaching the 
glorious truths of the full gospel. 
Churches by the thousands have been 
organized. Bible Schools by the scores 
have been established. Orphanages 
are owned and operated. Sunday 
Schools that enroll hundreds of thou- 
sands are being conducted with Pen- 
tecostal literature from Pentecostal 
publishing houses. Evangelism is a 
definite part of this glorious Pente- 
costal movement; in fact, we are pri- 
marily evangelistic, and will be as long 
as the Pentecostal fire burns in our 
hearts. This great Pentecostal move- 
ment has brought hundreds of thou- 
sands into the kingdom of God from 
among, almost, all races and nation- 
alities, and led many thousands of 
these on into the experiences of sanc- 
tification and the Pentecostal bap- 
tism. Thousands have been divinely 
healed of many physical ailments and 
diseases. 

One of the outstanding facts about 
this Pentecostal movement is that one 
does not have to relinquish any de- 


gree of faith or grace already re- 
ceived, nor deny any scriptural truth 
in order to receive and enjoy the Pen- 
tecostal experience. In fact, the Pen- 
tecostal baptism with the Holy Spirit 
presupposes pardon of all actual sins, 
peace with God, and purity of heart 
and life. Thus the experience of Pen- 
tecost, when rightfully understood, 
appeals to all who are genuinely god- 
ly. This accounts for the fact that it 
was the most spiritual people who 
first received this glorious “latter 
rain” experience, and today the most 
spiritual people of all denominations 
are recognizing and openly acknowl- 
edging the great work being done by 
what they term “the Pentecostals.” 
However, we must not forget that we 
are raised up to go with the supper- 
time call into the streets and lanes of 
the cities, and into the highways and 
hedges, to bring “whosoever will” to 
the wedding. May we not forsake our 
calling and leave this job of evange- 
lizing to “questionable evangelists,” 
for, if we allow the fire of evangelism 
to burn low and go out, we shall find 
ourselves to be just another denomi- 
nation, conducting regular worship, 
but without the zeal and energy 
fight sin and the devil. 

In reviewing the past thirty years of 
my personal connection with the Pen- 
tecostal movement, I am convinced 
that the accomplishments of this 
great movement fully justify our be- 
lieving that “this is that which was 
spoken of by the prophet Joel.” How- 
ever, I am also convinced that we 
need to coneenty refuel with the 
same kind of fire that energized us at 
the -beginning of this century, if we 
are to finish our work. This is no time 
for new experiences in religion, but 
rather is it important that we “hold 
that fast which thou hast, that no 
man take thy crown,” Rev. 3:11, for 
He says, “Behold, I come quickly.”

All of us are rejoicing over the big 
comnneans which are sweeping so 
many of the larger cities of the nation 
in these days. However, it is still true 
that thousands of villages, towns, and 
smaller cities have not yet come within 
the orbit of this awakening and evan- 
gelistic movement. During the past 
year we have met scores of pastors 
out in the little places of the land 
where there is.still much to discourage 
and very little in the way of fruit 
show for even years of ministry. These 
places are not wn reached; nor will 
they be unless a definite effort is made 
to evangelize them. 


Well Over 50,000 Fundamental Pastors 
in the U.S.A. and Canada 

We have access to more than 50,000 
evangelical pastors in the U.S.A. and 
Canada, and from among these it 
should be reasonably ble to se- 
cure the cooperation of as ay 
15,000 churches in this CHRIST R 
EVERYONE campaign. The possibili- 
ties of this campaign and its fruitful- 
ness are tremendous. Supposing we do 
get the cooperation of 15,000 churches, 
and only ten or fifteen persons are 
saved in each of these local cam- 
paigns, you can see what tremendous

We are stressing the need of much 
earnest prayer and will constantly call 
upon believers to form prayer groups 
everywhere, and also we shall need 
thousands of individual prayer part- 
ners who may not find it convenient 
to form or meet with prayer groups 
at stipulated periods. Dr. Philip E. 
Howard, Jr., editor of the Sunday 
School Times, along with Mr. George 
T. B. Davis of the Million Testaments 
Campaign, will serve as co-chairmen 
of the National Prayer Committee. Dr.

According to the latest crime figures 
released by the FBI for January-June, 
1951, there were approximately as 
many 18-year-olds arrested and fin- 
gerprinted as 24-year-olds.

1.984 were under 15. Burglary and- 


theft were the highest offences in 
these age groups. While drinking 
among youth is heavy, adults and par- 
ents are reminded by the report that 
their drinking is yet heavier: for in 
each of the following five-year age 
spans—25-29, 30-34, and 35-39, there 
were almost three times as many ar- 
rests for drunkenness and _ driving 
while intoxicated as in the five-year 
age span from 17-21.

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Christian Attraction

Text: “And the disciples were called 
Se first at Antioch,” Acts 11: 


The disciples were called Christians 
because they had adopted so many of 
the ways of Christ. They lived like 
Him; they talked like Him; they acted 
like Him. In fact, they were really 
mimickers of Him. They were copy- 
ing all of His ways that they could. 
It is always good to copy after one so 
great as Jesus Christ, for He is the 
great central attraction of Christian- 


ity. 

Let us think of the Christian calling. 
St. Mark 1:16-20, “Now as he walked 
by the sea of Galilee, he saw Simon 
and Andrew his brother casting a net 
into the sea: for they were fishers. 
And Jesus said unto them, Come ye 
after me, and I will make you to be- 
come fishers of men. And straight- 
way they forsook their nets, and fol- 
lowed him. And when he had gone a 
little farther thence, he saw James the 
son of Zebedee, and John his brother, 
who also were in the ship mending 
their nets. And straightway he called 
them: and they left their father Zeb- 
edee in the ship with the hired ser- 
vants, and went after him.” Were 
these four men attracted by the in- 
vitation of Jesus? Evidently they were, 
or they would not have left their work 
to follow Him. Mr. Webster gives the 
definition of the word attraction as 
“ability or process of drawing to or 
toward; that which draws; charm; 
fascination.” So, it is my opinion these 
four men were drawn by the charm of 
the Lord, and fascinated by His words. 
I feel that every minister of this won- 
derful gospel is attracted by the great 
call which came to go preach to all 
the world. And is not every layman 
fascinated when drawn into this mar- 
velous hope of eternal life? It is no 
wonder that we are attracted with 
what God has done for us in this 
present world. The call to these four 
men held such charm that fishing 
was no longer important. Neither was 
gain, mending their nets, or even 
their father important to them any 
longer. The important thing was to 
catch men; this was really a great 
attraction. Did they catch men? Just 
think of the 3,000 at Pentecost. 

The Bible has rightfully been called 
the Christian’s volume of attraction. 
First, because of the great facts which 
it points out. Events—the world’s 
greatest: historically—from the _ be- 
ginning; geographically—from chaos 
to the New Jerusalem in a new heaven 
and a new earth. John said, “In the 
beginning was the word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the be- 
ginning with God. All things were 
made by him; and without him was 
not any thing made that was made. 
In him was life; and the life was the 
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light of men. And the light shineth 
in darkness; and the darkness com- 
prehended it not,” John 1:1-5. 

Did not God send the heavenly 
choir to sing when Christ was born 
in Bethlehem? Did not the brightest 
star that ever shone, shine that night? 
Did not God make the way for the 
preservation of His life from the wick- 
ed Herod? Did Jesus not astound the 
doctors and lawyers when a youth? 
Did not John point Him out to the 
group and say, “Behold the Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of the 
world.” Did not the heavens open 
when John baptized Him, and God 
testified that this was His Son, send- 
ing the Holy Ghost in the form of a 
dove upon the earth? Was He not cru- 
cified and arose on the third day? 
Did He not tarry 40 days before He 
went back home? Did He not send 
the Holy Ghost as He said He would? 
Yes, He did all these things and many 
more; then He must be the central 
theme of the Book. Through nearly 
2,000 years the Book has held a very 
wonderful attraction. Some books are 
well-worn and stained with tears, 
while others are covered with dust. 
How is yours? 

The answer to every problem is to 
be found within. The way to heaven 
is very plain, and it tells us how to 
escape the terrible place called hell. 
Yet, we know it doesn’t tell all the 
things our Lord did, for John says, 
“And there are also many other things 
which Jesus did, the which, if they 
should be written every one, I sup- 
pose that even the world itself could 
not contain the books that should be 
written,” John 21:25. Here John must 
have been overwhelmingly attracted 
by the things he had not, and could 
not, write. John saw a world weighted 
down with the things that He did 
which could not be written. I expect 
to begin to know those things when 
I step inside the gates of pearl. 

Christ the person. No individual has 
ever been more attractive or admired 
more than our Lord, by those who 
knew Him and walked with Him. He 
never did anything of which He could 
rightfully be accused. His words were 
as astonishing as the things He did. 
Millions have been attracted by the 


-things He said and did. Strange and 


attractive were His words to Nicodem- 
us when He said, “Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God.” A great man, a ruler 
of the Jews, yet these were strange 
words to him. Nicodemus said, “How 
can these things be?” Then think of 
what He said to the Samaritan wom- 
an. “Give me to drink.” These words 
amazed her, for they appeared to be 
from one begging. But was He ig 
ging? No. He only wanted to talk 

her about the things of which she was 
in desperate need. His words not only

“Since Brother Hargrave was here 
a few days ago, we have bought two 
lots in the Capital City, and plan to 
build immediately, until funds run 
out.-The churches themselves are giv- 
ing all they can, and we feel the ap- 
proval and the blessing of the Lord 
upon these building programs. One of 
the churches that is building has had 
a mission vision since its organiza- 
tion some three years ago, and has 
sent workers from its congregation to 
the Pacific coast, directly south of the 
capital, to open up several new works 
in that section. Of course, a new work 
involves expense. There are rooms to 
rent in which to preach the gospel, 
benches to buy, pulpits to be made, 
and the support of the worker, if he 
leaves the capital to live there and, 
perhaps, doesn’t have a job in the 
new town where the evangelistic ef- 
fort is being made, nor, at first, a 
congregation to support him. Hence, 
the local church in Guatemala City 
has been sending these expenses of 
the building and a portion of the liv- 
ing expenses to its worker in these 
coastal towns. 

“We praise the Lord for the mission 
vision this congregation has, and its 
burden, like yours, to see the gospel 
preached to others beyond the immed- 
iate view. However, being now in a 
building program, the funds of this 
church are, and will be, during the 
duration of the program, lower than 
usual, so far as its mission program 
is concerned. The brethren concern- 
edly spoke to Brother Hargrave and 
me about help for their native worker 
on the coast, for they don’t want to 
close their missions while strengthen- 
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ing their home stakes. I felt the bur- 
den when they spoke to me, but did 
not have a favorable answer for them 
because of the lack of funds; but, 
when God’s saints pray, as Abraham 
found out, Jehovah-jireh (the Lord) 
will provide. Gen. 22:14. Just in time, 
your check has come with the direct 
specification that it go for a native 
worker’s partial support. I will send 
your gift to the pastor of the church 
in Guatemala City, instructing him 
that you have sent it for the native 
worker’s support, and he will forward 
it to him. I will send him $20 of the 
$27, which will be help for two months, 
most probably. 

“The other $7 I am dividing be- 
tween two workers nearer Quiche. 
One worker, who has just returned to 
his field from the annual conference 
of the Churches of God here in Gua- 
temala, walked all the way from his 
home to the conference with his 
whole family, and then walked back. 
In all, I suppose they walked 100 miles, 
round trip. With his offerings toward 
the expense of the conference, and his 
contribution to the mission offering 
for the opening of new fields, he un- 
doubtedly returned home penniless. 
Again, at help, so wonderfully 
timed, will be a major benefit to him, 
to help him bear the expenses for his 
family, since his Indian congregation 
can help him but little monetarily. 
The other worker has a long trip to 
make this month, and I am helping 
him $3 on the expenses of the trip. 

“Hence, you can see how your of- 
ferings to the mission field multiply, 
ray spe urgent needs here and there 
in the work. Not only do they seem to 
multiply poorly, but they do spir- 
itually, and when the rewards are giv- 
en in heaven, I know you will have a 
part for souls saved in three distinct 
sections of Guatemala because you 
gave, and the Lord’s promise is that 
‘it shall be given unto you.’ 

“Please accept our heartfelt grati- 
tude for your burden to help us as 
co-laborers together in preaching the 
gospel to the needy, and may the Lord 
repay you many, many fold. 


“As you are giving, I know that you 
are not neglecting in prayer, but, as 
Paul wrote to the Corinthians when 
he was making a missionary journey, 
‘You must also help us by prayer, so 
that many will give thanks .. . for 
the blessing granted us: in answer to 
many prayers,’ 2 Cor. 1:11, RSV. So, 
don’t fail to pray and keep the church 
in Cincinnati praying with us.

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Brother Brost was born in 1919, near Medi- 
cine Hat, Alberta, to Christian parents. At a 
very young age he took up boxing as a Career. 
He fought some professional fights, and had 
he accepted the contract offered him, he would 
have been in the line-up to fight Billy Conn. 
But he was under age, and his parents would 
not sign the contract. He was called into the 
Army in February, 1942, and sent to Camrose, 
Alta. He became the head boxing instructor at 
this camp. In August, 1942, he married Miss 
Ester Hauck, of Elkwater Lake, Alta. Less than 
two weeks later, he was sent overseas. 

His testimony is, “At 10 minutes to 11, the 
25th of August, 1942, on the ship Strathmore, 
I was gloriously saved. After the Lord had 
called me by name three times, the world and 
I were through forever. It was the next night 
that the Lord called me into the ministry, 
which, of course, was not fully begun until I 
returned to Canada from abroad, after serv- 
ing in Sicily, Italy, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Germany, and England. My wife was gloriously 
saved about two years after my experience, 
while I was still in Sicily. 

“I returned home to my wife Dec. 11, 1945. I 
arrived in Medicine Hat in the evening, and 
that night fire swept our apartment, and many 
things that were near and dear to us were 
lost. Fourteen days after this we were en 


route to Bible School of the Evangelical United — 


Brethren, with whom I ministered for several 
years as a student minister. Nevertheless, at 
heart, from the day I was saved, I was Church 
of God.” 

Brother Brost came into the Church of God 
under Rev. J. Andrew Rafferty, former over- 
seer of the Church of God in Western Canada. 
Under his supervision he organized and built 
the Church at Estevan, Sask., and reorganized 
and built the church at Wawota, Sask., which 
church he is now pastoring.

His ministry, in order to bring into 
light the thoughts of them who for- 
ever tried by every means possible, 
even by murder, to put their own idea 
across. If a person crossed their grain 
and was popular so that it hurt their 
theory, in their eyes such a person 
was not fit to live! Let me say right 
here that in many respects things 
have not changed for better. 

What did Christ have in mind? It 
was always Christ’s view to bring 
men and women into personal rela- 
tionship with God, not according to 
His own theory, but according to the 
way the Godhead had planned. It was 
this plan and pattern that Christ was 
following, whether there was one Her- 
od, or a dozen of them; whether he 
was foxy or a fox; whether there 
were Pharisees, or Sadducees, Jesus 
was not moved by their tricky ques- 
tions or mud-slinging. Christ had a 
job to do, and He did it. 

Friend, you and I have a job to do, 
and we had better do it. It is not for 
us to be driven about by every wind 
of doctrine. See Heb. 13:9. Jesus came 
into this world knowing what He was 
going to do and knowing where He 
was going to go. If you have been 
saved from a life of sin, in which you 
were not fit to meet Christ, you had 
better be careful where you walk and 
what you believe and teach. : 

Christ had only one thing in view— 
to bring about the will of the Father. 
The Father’s will meant everything to 
my Lord, for He says, “I always do 
those things that please my Father.” 
The Father, on numerous occasions, 
bore record that the Son did those 
things which pleased Him. He further 
said, “Hear him.” You ask where. At 
the river Jordan, Matt. 3:13-17. God 
also bore record of Christ on the 
Mount of Transfiguration. 


What should be our mind on this? 
The world in which we are living is 
such that if we listened to everyone, 
we surely would go insane. Many of 
the theories one hears will not fit 
into the Word of God. The conclusion 
then is, Leave them alone. You have 
the Bible, and the Bible says to 
“search the Scriptures, for in them ye 
think ye have eternal life, they are 
they that testify of me,” John 5:39. 
Again it says, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly di- 
viding the word of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. 
“Blessed is he that readeth and they 
that hear the Word of this prophecy, 
and keep those things which are writ- 
ten therein: for the time is at hand,” 
Rev. 1:3. Also notice what James 1:5 
says, “If any of you lack wisdom, let 


him ask of God, who giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and it 
shall be given you.” 

My brother, if you will keep the 
foregoing words in mind and obey 
them, you will never become a heretic. 
The reason so many people never 
come to know the Bible doctrines is 
because they never do God’s will. They 
search the Scriptures with the idea of 
“what can I find that will back up 
my theory?” The result is that they 
never grow in grace, for they are not 
in grace, but in their own ideas. Any 
man that is not in Christ is in him- 
self, and, therefore, a servant of the 
devil. Jesus said to the scribes, “You 
do err not knowing the scriptures.” 

I was saved on the ship Strathmore,

It is true that I shed many tears in 
finding God’s way, but, bless the Lord 
forever, here I am, and I know it 
works. Jesus said that it would, and I 
found it to be true. The Bible will 
stand when God has erased the sands 
of this old world, and it will stand 
when He has removed all things ever 
contaminated by sin. The Word of 
God has never- changed, and Jesus 
Christ is the same yesterday, today, 
and forever.
